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"The  main  question  that  will  be  (discussed.  .  .  is  one  that  has  worried  me,  con- 
sciously or  unconsciously,  all  my  life  —  the  existence  of  God."  This  was  how 
Dostoyevsky  defined  the  theme  of  his  last  novel.  The  Brothers  Karamazov. 

This  final  work,  like  Dostoyevsky 's  other  major  novels,  is  about  murder,  in  this 
case  the  murder  of  a  father.    But  The  Brothers  Karamazov  is  too  complex  to  be 
appreciated  simply  as  a  detective  story,  which,  incredible  as  it  may  seem,  was 
how  some  Russians  of  Dostoyevsky's  time  read  Crime  and  Punishment.    As  we 
read  The  Brothers  Karamazov,  we  are  brought  faceto-face  with  the  author's  own 
vision  of  his  work  —  a  coming  to  grips  with  the  contradictions  between  the  mo- 
dern world  and  a  religious  conscience. 

This  is  a  quintessentially  Russian  theme  which  persists  in  the  works  of  Pasternak 
and  Solzhenitsyn.    It  poses  the  same  question  that  Zhivago  wrestled  with  on  the 
front  lines  of  the  civil  war,  the  same  question  which  underlies  all  the  physical 
misery  of  the  Gulag:    "How  shall  I  be  saved?" 

For  many  of  us,  the  answer  is  simple:  a  little  bit  of  Zen,  a  weekend  with  a  Swami 
whirling  in  saffron  at  Hollywood  and  Vine,  or  whatever  therapy  is  being  pushed 
this  year  by  UCLA  Extension.    Undoubtedly,  Nineteenth  Century  Russia  had  its 
own  peddlers  of  spiritual  snake  oil,  but  Dostoyevsky  knew  that  the  way  of  sal- 
vation IS  a  life-and-death  struggle.    And  so.did  Christ,  whose  birthday  we  cele- 
brate this  month.
